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HUGO  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  CHURCH  HISTORY 

Over  one  hundred  years  ago,  the  prople  of  this  community  decided  they 
needed  a  place  of  worship.    This  desire  was  the  beginning  of  Hugo  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church. 

The  People  met  in  Hugo  School  for  Worship  Services.    How  long  they  met 
there  as  a  congregation  is  unknown.    The  first  Church  records  were  destroyed 
by  fire.    Hugo  School  was  located  directly  across  the  road  from  our  present 
Church  Building.     In  the  early  1920's,  it  was  moved  further  down  the  dirt 
road  to  the  Harrison  farm.     It  was  demolished  in  the  fall  of  1996  by  the  Hugo 
Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

Hugo  School  was  one  of  tdn  schools  that  consolidated  to  form  Contentnea 
School.    This  school  was  chartered  in  1924  and  its  first  class  of  graduates 
was  in  1925,  having  finished  the  reguired  eleven  years  of  school.  Other 
schools  making  the  list  of  ten  were:    Sharon,  Sandhill,  Grainger,  Bethel, 
Airy  Grove,  Barwick,  Skeeter  Pond,  Oak  Dale  and  Dunn. 

Hugo  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  was  completed  in  December  of  1897.  The 
timber,  or  part  of  it,  was  harvested  from  the  Tilghman  Farm.    The  land  was 
given  by  E.  R.  Rouse  and  wife,  Bettie;  S.  W.  Rouse  and  wife,  Becca.     It  was 
built  by  W.  A.  "Bill"  Tilghman,  J.  F.  Turnage,  M.  D.  Harris,  William  Dail, 
Zeno  Harris,  Ben  Singleton,  Noah  Vick,  R.  T.  Jones  and  others. 

Elder  E.  T.  Phillips  delivered  the  first  sermon.    His  text  was  Psalm 
122:1  -  "I  was  glad  when  they  said  unto  me.    Let  us  go  into  the  house  of  the 
Lord". 

The  original  building  shows  four  (4)  windows  on  the  road  side  and  a 
chimney  in  the  middle.    More  footage  was  added  at  the  rear  of  the  building 
to  enlarge  the  Pulpit  area.    No  records  could  be  found  as  to  when  this  was 
done,  but  we  know  it  was  because  there  are  now  five  windows  on  the  road  side 
of  the  Sanctuary. 

The  following  is  the  wording  of  the  first  minutes  we  have:

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In  1904,  the  Preacher's  salary  for  the  year  was  $75.00. 

Most  all  of  the  Minutes  of  the  early  years,  1903-1933,  dealt  with  election7 

of  delegates  to  the  Union  Meetings  and  Conferences  and  where  they  were  held. 

The  following  is  an  example  seven  years  later.    M.  D.  Harris  was  the  Clerk.

The  first  Church  Roll  found  was  dated  1910  -  showing  54  men  and  35  wo- 
men for  a  total  of  89.    The  1915  roll  shows  there  were  97  members. 

The  next  Clerk's  book  is  dated  from  1935-1948  and  lists  the  Quarterly 
Conferences  as  follows:    January  &  July  1935;  October  1936;  April,  July  and 
October  1937;  January  1938,;  January  and  July  1941;    January  (no  year  given) 
October  1947;  April,  July  and  October  1948.    Most  of  these  Minutes  would  say, 
"no  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  to  read  or  not  enough  present  to  do  any 
business".  What  little  business  was  transacted  dealt  with  the  election  of  a 
Pastor  or  delegates  to  the  various  meeting. 

In  1947,  six  (6)  Sunday  School  Rooms  and  the  Vestibule  were  added  to  the 
Church  and  all  of  it  was  bricked.    The  bricks  were  purchased  by  Guy  Phillips 
and  Zeno  Harris. 

On  November  38,  1948,  a  called  meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  elect- 
ing the  first  Trustees.    They  were:  Guy  Phillips,  Chairman;  Z.  A.  Harris, 
C.  A.  Eubanks,  Robert  Murphy  and  Joe  Tilghman. 

In  January  of  1949,  Rev.  Clifton  Rice  gave  the  lights  for  the  Sanctuary.

In  October  of  1949,  the  Church  borrowed  $3,00.00  from  Z.  A.  Harris  for 
^  repair  of  the  roof  and  renovations.    Yearly  payments  of  $500.00  were  due  on  or 
jj3  before  the  1st.  day  of  December.    On  November  22,  1953,  the  debt  on  the  Church 
$  was  paid  and  it  was  dedicated. 

On  July  9,  1955,  and  Official  Board  was  elected.    Those  to  serve  were: 
Deacons:    J.  S.  Hardison,  C.  A.  Eubanks,  Paul  Johnson,  Leslie  Waters,  Howard 
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Holt,  James  Smith  and  W.  T.  Hollis.    Church  Members:    Leona  Faulkner,  Gierfcfr 
Nick  Craft,  H.  B.  Sawyer,  Bessie  McCOy,  Maye  Hardison  and  James  Dudley. 

In  January,  1956,  members  voted  to  have  straight  half-time  Services. 
The  2nd.  and  4th.  Sundays  were  kept. 

In  July  of  1957,  plans  were  made  to  purchase  new  Pulpit  Furniture.  The 
Woman's  Auxiliary  purchased  the  two  (2)  matching  Flower  Stands.     In  October 
of  this  same  year,  the  Church  granted  Sam  McCoy,  Jr.  a  Quick  Claim  Deed  to 
the  land  across  the  road  for  the  same  amount  back  of  the  Church. 

July  12,  1958,  the  Second  (2nd.)  Sunday  in  October  was  designated  as 
Homecoming  Day. 

In  January,  1962,  plans  were  begun  to  construct  new  bathroom  facilities. 
In  April  of  1962,  the  State  Convention  voted  to  withdraw  from  the  National 
Association.    All  phases  of  Denominational  work  to  be  carried  on  by  the  State. 
Hugo  Church  voted  to  be  a  part  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 

The  Ada  Phillips  Circle  of  the  Woman's  Auziliary  was  given  permission  to 
have  the  walls  of  the  Sanctuary  Wainscoated.    This  work  was  done  by  Billy  Dunn 
in  October,  1963. 

In  November  of  1970,  the  first  Drape  was  purchased  and  pews  were  acquired 
from  Immanual  Baptist  Church;  central  Heat  and  Air  installed  in  Sanctuary  in 
June  of  1971. 

The  first  cement  blocks  were  laid  for  the  Fellowship  Building  on  April 
12,  1974.    By  the  second  (2nd.)  Sunday  in  October,  the  building  had  been  com- 
pleted and  Homecoming  Lunch  was  served  in  it.     In  February,  1975,  tables  and 
chairs  were  purchased  for  this  facility. 

In  January  of  1976,  Junior  Church  was  extablished.    Ray  Shepherd  was  its 
first  Director.    In  October  of  this  same  year,  the  Church  went  to  a  Fiscal 
year  for  the  election  of  Officers,  Teachers  and  Finance.    On  Thanksgiving 
Sunday  in  November,  members  observed  the  Morgage  burning  and  the  monies  bor- 
rowed to  construct  the  Fellowship  Building  had  been  paid-in-full. 

In  March  of  1977,  the  Breezeway  was  enclosed;  in  April,  the  Men's  Fellow- 
ship project  -  the  Church  Sign  -  had  been  completed;  and  in  October,  the 
Christian  Education  Fund  was  established  to  help  Church  members  further  their 
education. 

In  January  of  1979,  plans  were  begun  to  renovate  the  Sunday  School  rooms. 
There  were  to  be  five  (5)  classrooms  the  same  size,  panneling,  ceilings  lowered, 
hall  through  the  middle,  storage  closet  at  end  of  hall,  new  carpet,  new  folding 
doors . 
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In  July,  1980,  a  Bible  was  purchased  in  Memory  of  Arlene  Harper  with 
Memorial  Gifts,  Polly  Eubanks  and  Bearnease  Coombs. 

In  1981,  Communion  Table  Cross  and  candlesticks  were  purchased  in  Memory 
of  Ruby  Eubanks. 

July  30,  1982,  the  Hammond  Organ  was  purchased. 

Cushions  for  the  pews  were  purchased  in  January  of  1983.     In  August,  the 
Baptistry  was  completed.    The  painting  over  the  Baptistry  was  painted  by  Mrs. 
Karen  Kempton  of  Grifton.    The  Woman's  Auziliary  was  responsible  for  having 
this  done. 

In  1984,  the  Bible  Stand  was  presented  to  the  church  in  Memory  of  Jack 
McCarter;  the  Disaster  Fund  was  established;  furniture  for  the  Foyer  between 
the  Sanctuary  and  Breezway  was  purchased  and  new  chairs  for  the  Choir  were 
acquired. 

In  June  of  1985,  the  Steeple  was  placed  on  the  Church  and  Bibles  for  each 
pew  were  given  by  Kay  Taylor. 

In  1986,  a  Kimball  Piano  and  Lamp  was  given  in  Memory  of  Francis  Holt  and 
in  Honor  or  Martha  and  Howard  Holt  by  Dot  Holt,  Lyn  and  Brenda.  In  the  fall  of 
1986,  we  donated  our  older  piano  to  Heaths  Chapel  Church. 

In  March  of  1987,  the  P. A.  System  and  Chimes  for  the  Steeple  were  installed. 

In  February,  1988,  Nursery  Furniture  was  given  in  Memory  of  Hattie  Manning 
by  her  family.    At  Easter,  we  observed  Sunrise  Service  and  everyone  had  break- 
fast afterwards.    In  the  fall  of  this  same  year,  the  Church  was  given  two  (2) 
Greenery  arrangements  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Mattie  Johnson;    Grayling  Letchworth 
donated  shrubbery  around  the  Church  and  Fellowship  Building;  the  Church  voted 
to  give  Bibles  to  the  Graduating  High  School  Seniors;  Pulpit  Light  given  in 
Memory  of  David  Jones  by  Vivian  Jones;  and  a  painting  of  the  Church  was  given 
by  Delma  Shepherd. 

The  Church  purchased  a  TV  and  VCR  for  Youth  Groups  use  in  1989. 

In  January,  1990,  and  Activity  Bus  was  acquired.  Also,  the  Baptistry 
Drape  was  replaced;  a  Silk  Flower  arrangement  was  given  in  Memory  of  Dadie 
Hardee;  "Footprints"  sampler  was  given  in  Memory  of  Fannie  Hinson  by  her  family. 

In  1991,  Choir  robes  were  replaced;  Micorwave  for  Fellowship  Building  given 
by  Woman's  Auziliary;  Microphones  suspended  from  the  ceiling;  Vinyl  siding 
placed  on  Fellowship  Building;  Flower  Bed  given  in  Honor  of  Gussie  Lang  by  family 
and  friends;  fans  installed  in  attic  of  Fellowship  Building  to  help  with  the 
moisture  problems;  new  Communion  Ware  purchased  in  Honor  of  Ray  Shepherd;  closets 
for  Choir  Robes  and  Books  built;  Flower  Urn  purchased  in  Memory  of  Ray  Shepherd. 
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In  January  1994,  a  Water  Cooler  was  given  in  Memory  of  Lynwood  and  Annie 
Dora  Abbott  by  their  Children;  the  Activity  Bus  wassold  and  a  fifteen  (15) 
passenger  Van  was  purchased.    April-June,  1994,  storage  cabinet  for  Nursery  and 
a  cabinet  for  Glassware  were  added  to  the  Fellowship  Building;  outside  storage 
building  purchased;  October-December,  1994,  a  Ficus  Tree  given  in  Memory  of 
Martha  and  Howard  Holt  by  Lyn  &  Debbie  Holt.    The  Church  was  vandalized  in 
September  and  again  in  November  of  1994. 

January-March,  1995,  Picture  given  by  Polly  Eubanks;  Bessie  McCoy  Williams, 
her  children  and  their  spouses  gave  lot  to  the  Church  that  adjoins  existing 
property. 

On  September  10,  1995,  the  Church  honored  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Tom  Miller  with 
"Appreciation  Day'  and  gave  them  a  Reception  for  their  Fiftieth  (50th.)  Wedding 
Anniversary. 

April-June,  1996,  tables  in  Fellowship  Building  replaced. 

February  3,  1997,  a  YOUNG  CHANG  Grand  Piano  was  purchased  for  the  Sanctuary. 
April-May,  1997,  Drum  Set  purchased  for  the  Sanctuary.

Hugo  Church  has  been  served  by  23  Pastors  (On  record).    Rev.  Clifton  Rice 
served  25  years  -  1931  to  September,  1956;  Rev.  Charles  Sapp,  Mount  Olive 
College  teacher,  served  two  different  terms;  Rev.  Tom  Miller  has  been  here 
since  July,  1978,  making  him  19  years  in  July  1997. 

Nineteen  men  have  served  the  Church  as  Trustees.    Bobby  Letchworth  will 
have  served  for  20  years  in  June  of  1997. 

Thirty  men  have  served  as  Deacons  -  three  of  this  number  have  been  Junior 
Deacons.    Leslie  Waters  has  been  serving  since  October  of  1953 — about 
forty  four  years;  Howard  Holt  liked  one  month  serving  thirty-eight  years; 
C.  A.  Eubanks  served  approximately  twenty-two  years;  and  Henry  Eubanks  will 
have  served  for  twenty-six  years  in  December,  1997. 

Hugo  Church  has  been  served  by  nine  Clerks  of  record.    Ada  Phillips,  1919- 
1948,  approximately  twenty-nine  years;  Martha  Holt  served  twenty-five  years. 
There  have  been  two  Assistant  Clerks. 

There  have  been  five  Treasurers  of  record  since  1948.    C.  A.  Eubanks 
served  approximately  fifteen  and  one-half  years;  Polly  Eubanks  has  been  serving 
since  January  1,  1974,    making  her  having  served  twenty-three  years, 

Hugo  Church  has  been  served  by  ten  Musicians  of  record.    Ruby  Eubanks  served 
approximately  twenty-six  years;  Kenneth  Eubanks  approximately  thirteen;  Faye 
Eubanks  Rogers  approximately  twenty- three  years;  Betty  Faulkner  Albertson  has 
served  as  Organist  approximately  nineteen  years. 

The  Education  Fund  has  helped  twenty-seven  members.    The  Church  and  other 
contributions  have  amounted  to  $13,919.00  paid  out  to  these  students  since  1978. 

Gidion  International  Speakers  have  made  eleven  visits  to  our  Church  since 
1977.    Contributions  to  them  have  been  $3,432.60. 

Benevolent  and  Love  Offerings,  since  January,  1988,  amount  to  $21,432.05. 
Donations  to  the  Mount  Olive  College  Dinners  have  amounted  to  $24,980.58  since 
1967  that  I  have  records  of.    The  1997  Dinner  donation  was  $2,750.00. 

Hugo  Church  has  always  been  supportive  of  the  State  Projects.    The  follo\\ring

HISTORY  OF  HUGO  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 


The  first  Sunday  School  Secretary's  Book  is  dated  April  6,  1924-August  31, 
1926.    Secretary  signatures  are  Mary  McCoy,  Mary  Williams,  Arthur  Phillips,  Doris 
Freeman,  Helen  Abbott  and  Eula  Mae  Craft.    Superintendent  in  1926  lists  Joe 
Turnage.    Offerings  ranged  from  1*  to  69*.    Generally  they  ranged  from  22*  to  45*. 

The  second  book  begins  August  14,  1927-December  16,  1928.    Doris  Freeman  was 
the  Secretary.    Her  helpers  were  Ruby  Phillips,  Leona  Turnage,  Alma  Jones,  Helen 
Abbott  Turnage.    Offerings  ranged  from  22*  to  50*. 

The  third  book,  January  29,  1929-June,  1931,  shows  Gussie  Phillips  as  Secre- 
tary.   Helpers  were  Rado  Abbott,  Leona  Turnage,  Doris  Freeman  and  Irene  Tilghman. 

The  book  from  March,  1931-June  1932,  lists  no  Secretary  or  Superintendent. 

The  fifth  book,  July  31,  1932-March  26,  1933,  gives  Rado  Abbott  as  Secretary. 
Helpers  were  Marjorie  Freeman,  Ethel  Phillips,  Ammie  Phillips  and  Ruby  Turnage. 
Offerings  began  to  increase.    The  smallest  was  7* — the  largest  was  95*.  Generally 
they  we're  around  50*  to  75*. 

From  the  Minutes  of  the  Church  Clerk  concerning  the  Sunday  School,  J.  S. 
Hardison  was  appointed  to  raise  a  donation  for  the  Orphanage.  The  amount  was 
$28.05  and  was  given  as  a  Thanksgiving  Offering.    This  was  dated  in  1934. 

In  1938,  a  committee  was  formed  to  look  into  obtaining  Insurance  on  the 
Furniture— $200.00    and  $200.00  coverage  on  the  Building. 

The  sixth  Book,  January  4,  1936-February  14,  1937,  shows  Bessie  McCoy  was 

Secretary  and  grace  Abbott  her  assistant.    Officers  for  1937  were: 

Superintendent  C.  A.  Eubanks 

Assistant  Superintendent  J.  S.  Hardison 

Secretary-Treasurer  Grace  Abbott 

Card  Class  Ruby  Eubanks 

Primary  C.  A.  Eubanks 

Intermediate  Ada  Phillips 

Women's  Class  Irene  Tilghman 

Men's  Class  Jake  Abbott 

Offerings  ranged  from  10*  to  45*  in  this  book.    GEnerally  Sunday  School  was 
opened  by  the  Superintendent  or  Assistant  Superintendent,  but  there  were  several 
notations  of  Sunday  School  being  opened  by  Ruby  Eubanks  and  Ada  Phillips.  The 
Secretary  also  made  notations  of  the  weather  each  Sunday. 

In  1938,  Grace  Abbott  was  Secretary-Treasurer.    No  other  officers  were  shown. 
A  notation  on  3-27-38  shows  $7.84  for  Sunday  School  Literature  that  was  ordered. 
A  notation  on  4-10-38  shows  70*  was  taken  out  for  Easter  Eggs. 


Books  for  1945  and  1946  were  not  signed  and  shows  no  listing  of  Officers. 

November,  1947-December,  1948  lists  J.  S.  Hardison  as  Assistant  Superinten- 
dent and  Ruby  Eubanks  as  Secretary.    Attendance  ranged  from  120-150. 

Records  from  1949-1952  shows  Ruby  Eubanks  was  Secretary.    No  other  listing 
of  Officers  was  found. 

The  next  listing  found  shows  in  1943  that  Bertha  Harris  was  Secretary  and 
Ruby  Eubanks  was  her  Assistant.  Howard  Holt  was  to  light  heaters  in  November, 
C.  A.  Eubanks  in  December,  Roland  Grant  in  January,  Leslie  Waters  in  February, 
and  Wilbur  Hinson  in  March. 

Ruby  Eubanks  served  as  Secretary  in  1955;  no  listing  for  1956;  and  she  was 
Secretary  in  1957.     (Most  folks  I've  talked  to  seem  to  feel  that  C.  A.  Eubanks 
served  as  Superintendent  from  1937-1958.)    Attendance  ranged  from  86-150  during 
this  period  of  time.
